King’s mountain Centennial. 

The programme for the celebration of 
the centennial anniversary of the battle 
of King’s Mountain has been arranged by 
the association having the matter in 
charge so as to render the occasion an 
exceedingly attractive one. Formal in- 
vitations have been sent out to the mili- 
tary of each county of Virginia, Tennes- 
see, North Carolina and South Carolina 
to unite in celebrating the anniversary, 
and a cordial invitation has also been ex- 
tended to the soldiery of the north and 
south, outside of the states named. The 
ceremonies of the celebration will em- 
brace four days, beginning on Tuesday, 
October 5. The first day will be devoted 
to a reunion of the citizen soldiery of the 
states of Tennessee, Virginia, North 
Carolina, and South Carolina, to be 
participated in by the military 
of such other states as may 
choose to accept the hearty invitation ex- 
tended. The feature of the reunion will 
be the addresses delivered by orators 
from the states named.

The Central Kailroad and its Condi- 
tion. 


The Savannah News of Saturday prints 
from advance sheets the annual report of 
President Wadley, of the Central rail- 
road. The figures representing the earn- 
ings are very interesting. The gross 
earnings of the Savannah division of the 
Central road for the year ending August 
31 were $1,681,142.55; of the Atlanta 
division, $603,580.20; of the Central rail- 
road bank, $46,387.07; of the Southwes- 
tern railroad, $844,866.13; and of the 
Upson county railroad, $14,513.87—mak- 
ing a total of $3,190,489.82. Expenditures 
of all kinds amounted to $1,652,554.96, 
leaving a net protit of $1,537,934.86. Com- 
pared with the operations of the previous 
year, the increase in gross earnings has 
been $365,743.20, while the expenditures 
have increased only $36,253.85, leaving 
the net increase $329,680.35 more than for 
the year ending August 31, 1879. 

Mr. Wadley says the increase in earn- 
ings over the previous year is due to the 
increased prosperity of the country, but 
with the caution of your true railroad 
pessimist, he suggests that it is hardly 
reasonable to expect as good a result the 
ensuing year. He points out that even 
with the same amount of traffic and equal 
rates the stockholders of the road must 
expect some advance,in the cost of ma- 
terial and labor, and in addition to this 
the managers of the road must provide 
for a very considerable increase of their 
rolling-stock, which is now far short of 
the demand, so that the business offered 
may be promptly done. Mr. Wadley is 
of the opinion that not less than two 
| hundred and fifty cars and six locomo- 
tives should bg added to the stock of the 
road during the coming year. With re- 
spect to the agreement with the Louis- 
ville and Nashville railroad for a mutual 
interchange of traffic, Mr. Wadley says 
that some business has been the 
result, and he expects that at no 
distant day the tonnage over his lines 
will be considerably increased, but he 

calls attention to the fact that it will re- 
quire the active co-operation of the mer- 
chants of Savannah in order to develop 
a trade which can now be reached by the 
connections of the Central railroad. 

Mr. Wadley admits that some mediator 
between the railroads of the country and 
their patrons is both necessary and de- 
sirable, but takes occasion to object to 
the extraordinary powers conferred upon 
the Georgia railroad commission. His 
protest, however, is by no means strenu- 
ous; he admits that, so far as the Central 
railroad is concerned, there is not much 

to complain of; and it is particularly 

noticeable that, notwithstanding the road 

has been operating under the regulations 

of the commission, no complaint is made 

that this has had a tendency to reduce 
the earnings of the lines. We are of the 
opinion that the stockholders of the road 

may reasonably congratulate themselves, 
not only over the condition of the line as 
shown in Mr. Wadley’s report, but over

Europe. amounts 'o about 400,000 bales -all the 
gocd cotton having been absorbed, leaving the 
stains on hand and very much neglected, and, in 
addition, the new crup shows a large pr:portion 
of stains, caused by Heavy rains during this and 
last month. Now, whilst pure whit» eottons will 
atany tinge comu and a fair price and ready sale, 
the sta nd ey tinged cottons are very 
much neglected, and have to be sold much under 
that of cotton of the same grade without the sta:n 
or color in it. This is avery important point to 
be observed, and unless you pay especial atten- 
tion to it, you will buy these slightly tinged eot- 
tons for good white cottons, or within a fraction 
of the price as that of clear white, and when these 
cottons arrive in any principal market, the buy- 
ers, no matter where located, wiil detect it and 
will enforce the difference in prices, and until 
these s:acts beome xenerally known, the result 
will be a great loss to the buyers n the i terior. 
We would further remark that this state of af- 
«irs is entirely caused by the spinners, both in 
this count yand in Europe, refusing to accept the 
colored «otton except for an especial use (f r 
goods of lower grade-), and the great proportion 
of stains being on haud; hence they demand 
a proportioned concession in esp whilst cotton 
for a better grade of g00 1s will, as stated before, 
briug full prices.’’

Sunday Tus ComstitvtTion learned of the find- 
ing of the dead body of a man in the woods near 
Adamsville, in this county, and yesterday a Te- 
porter of the paper was dispatched to the scene 
to hear the investigation of the coroner's jury. 
Mounted upon a fleet charger, the reporter was 
not long in reaching the place, which is situated in 
a dense wood, inthe southern portion of Mr. 
Clem Green's plautation, two miles from Adams- 
ville, and ten miles from the city. Leaving the 
road which leads. from the Baker's Ferry read to 
the residence of Mr. E.G. H. Howell, the repor- 
ter plunged into the thick woods, and after go- 
ing about three hundred yard+, came upon a 
crowd of perhaps fifty persons who had gathered 
around to hear what developments would be 
made. 
The man of the pencil pushed his way a little 
further down, when hiseyes meta mos sicken- 
ing spectacle. Lying upon the ground, torn and 
scattered by hungry dogs and carrion crows, 
were the remains of a white man. The 
bones of the arms, legs and head were stripped of 
flesh and lay sca.tered around. A small cord 
was around the man’s neck, anda similar picce 
was found tied to @ small tree about two feet 
from the ground. Im the shoes of the dead man 
were found his feet, which being outof rach of 
the dogs and crows could not be eaten and were 
in a tolerable state of preservation «compared to 
the rest of the body. His pants which appeared 
to be of yellow cassimere had been tori to pieces 
by the dogs. His coat was of black and grey 
checked woolen goods and his entire suit ap 
peared of good quality and was free from patches 
or holes. The hat found near the body 
was of black wool and had a wide brim. A pipe 
stem and tobacco sack were found near him. In 
the pockets # piece of paper on which was some 
writing in a foréign language, and a slip on 
which was written “G. P. Underwood, Dallas, 
Ga.’ A handkerchief was also found aud a 
pocketbook containing a five cent silver piece.*In 
one corner of the handkerchief was worked in red 
thread the letters *“‘G. E.’’ Assoon as the papers 
can be disinfected they will be submiited to ‘per- 
sons of various nationalities in the city and further 
efforts made to transiate their conteuts. Some 
squirrel hunoters passed in a few steps of the body 
Saturday, but did not know of it. 
The first knowledge that led to the discovery 
of the was brought to 
light Sunday morning, when a dog appvared in 
the yard of Ed Glass, a colored mau, guawing 
upon a humap foot. The alarm was quickly 
spread and crowds of people turned out to search 
tur the body. Between tweiye and one o'clock it 
was found by Charner Herriu aud James Dovaboo 
in the place already designated. 
“AL the coroner’s inquest a number of witnesses 
were examined, but their testimouy threw little 
light upou the mystery. several testified to 
having seen a man in the neighborhvou peddling 
jewelry about two weeks ago and a descriptiou of 
the peddiler’s clothing is iuventical with that 
found upon the body. ‘Bhe peduler had a valise 
when last seeu, but none was found at or near 
the dead man. Although many facts lead to tbe 
belief that the man was murdered, no evidence 
of the perpetrators has come to ight. The de- 
tails of the terrivle trag. dy are covered up in a 
inystery which only the shrewdest cetective work 
or # most unlooked for accident can reyeal. ‘The 
remais were buried yesterday at County Line 
g: ave-yard near Adamsville. 
Below is the verdict of the coroner’s jury, 
which is very unsatisfaciory, but is as much as 
the evidence would warrant:
